Relation  of  Shape  to  Egg  Production — Rhythm  of  Egg 
Production — Barred  Plymouth  Rocks  in  Lead  in  Mis- 
souri Contest  for  July  and  for  Nine  Months — S.  C. 
White  Leghorns  in  Lead  in  National  Contest  for  July 
and  for  the  Nine  Months. 


|HETHER  the  shape  of  a  hen's  body  influences 
egg  production  or  egg  production  influences 
her  shape,  or  both,  we  cannot  say,  yet  we  do 
see  that  good  egg  producers  have  triangular 
shaped  bodies,  in  the  form  of  a  wedge,  the  back 
being  one  side  of  the  triangle,  the  breast  being 
another,  and  the  third  side  being  the  distance  from  the 
pelvic  bones  to  the  back  point  of  the  breast  or  keel  bone. 
It  matters  little  whether  shape  influences  egg  production 
or  egg  production  influences  shape,  for  the  fact  remains 
that  the  hens  which  are  producing  large  numbers  of  eg^s 
usually  conform  to  this  wedge  shape,  and  we  believe  that 
something  can  be  told  of  pullets  even  before  they  begin 
to  lay. 

Shape  assists  therefore  in  selecting  the  best  producers. 
But  where  it  is  possible  to  trap-nest  for  at  least  thirty 
days,  much  can  be  told  of  a  hen's  value  as  an  egg  pro- 
ducer by  the  rhythm  of  egg  production.  The  number  of 
eggs  produced  by  a  hen  without  missing  a  day  is  called 
a  cycle.  The  number  of  eggs  in  each  cycle  tells  whether 
the  egg  organs  have  the  ability  to  produce  eggs  rapidly 
and  the  frequency  with  which  these  cycles  are  repeated 
tells  whether  the  hen  has  a  constitution  which  will  stand 
up  under  the  strain  of  heavy  egg  production.  In  other 
words,  the  number  of  eggs  to  the  cycle  tells  the  hen's 
breeding  and  repeating  the  cycles  tells  of  the  constitution. 

If  a  hen  lays  four  or  more  eggs  to  the  cycle  and  re- 
peats the  cycles  with  only  one  or  tw^o  days  missed,  she  is 
a  good  hen.  If  a  hen  lays  three  or  less  eggs  to  the  cycle 
and  misses  two  or  more  days  between  cycles,  she  is  of 
little  or  no  value  as  an  egg  producer. 

The  hen  which  lays  twenty  or  thirty  eggs  in  one  cycle 
then  misses  ten  or  fifteen  days  should  be  classed  with  the 
hen  which  lays  regularly  but  lays  only  one  or  two  eggs 
to  the  cycle.  The  first  has  well  developed  egg  organs 
with  a  weak  constitution,  while  the  second  has  a  strong 
constitution  and  weak  egg  organs. 

This  method  of  selection  is  of  value  where  the  hens 
are  trap-nested  for  only  two  or  three  months  during  the 
breeding  season  or  if  a  hen  has  been  trap-nested  during 
the  breeding  season  and  should  get  killed,  the  rhythm  of 
egg  production  would  give  an  idea  of  the  value  of  the 
offspring.

are  in  the  lead  as  pens  for  July  and  for  the  nine  months 
of  the  contest.  As  individuals  the  Single  Comb  White 
Leghorns  lead  the  Missouri  contest  and  White  Orpingtons 
the  National. 

Pen  40,  Barred  Rocks  from  Missouri,  won  the  silver  cup 
in  the  Missouri  contest  by  laying  105  eggs  in  July. 

Pen  12,  Single  Comb  White  Leghorns  from  Texas,  won 
the  cup  in  the  National  contest  by  laying  103  eggs  in  July. 

The  cups  were  won  for  June  by  Leghorns  in  Missouri 
contest  by  laying  115  eggs  and  by  Leghorns  in  the  Na- 
tional contest  with  94  eggs. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  winners  in  the  Missouri  con- 
test laid  ten  eggs  less  in  July  than  in  June,  but  the  win- 
ners in  the  National  contest  laid  nine  eggs  more  than  in 
June.

POULTRY  EXPERIMENTS  AT  NORTH  CAROLINA 
EXPERIMENT  STATION. 


Making  a  Flock  of  One  Hundred  Hens  Pay  for  Their 
Upkeep — The  Tabulation  Below  Shows  Results.

|T  THE  North  Carolina  Agricultural  Experiment 
Station  work  was  begun  April  2,  1914,  primarily 
to  determine,  first,  what  it  would  cost  to  keep 
a  farm  flock  of  hens  a  year,  and  just  what  profit, 
if  any,  could  be  secured.  When  the  work  was 
begun  there  were  some  Single  Comb  Rhode 
Island  Red  hens  on  the  test  farm.  Other  good  grade 
Rhode  Island  Reds  were  purchased  in  the  neighborhood. 
The  hens  were  always  to  be  given  the  run  of  the  farm  and 
get  all  they  could  eat  on  the  side  and  around  the  barns 


and  house.  No  account  was  to  be  made  of  the  feed  they 
obtained  by  foraging.  An  accurate  account  has  been  kept 
of  all  grain  and  other  feed  given. 

For  the  hens  a  common  ration  of  corn  one  part  and  oats 
one  part  was  obtained.  The  object  of  this  feeding  was  to 
use  the  most  common  farm  feeds.  This  feed  was  sup- 
plemented part  of  the  year  with  wheat  shorts.  The  chicks 
were  fed  rolled  oats,  cracked  corn  and  wheat.  Oyster 
shell  was  kept  before  them  at  all  times.  During  the  year 
the  hens  laid  8,676  eggs,  or  an  average  of  86.7  eggs  to  the 
hen.    They  were  kept  under  actual  farm  conditions. 

All  surplus  eggs  were  sold  on  the  Statesville  market  at 
an  average  price  of  20  cents  a  dozen  and  when  the  increase 
of  the  flock  is  taken  into  consideration  together  with  the 
value  of  the  eggs,  the  profit  received  amounted  to  one 
dollar  and  fifty-seven  cents  per  hen.  The  hens  consumed 
during  the  year  about  four  tons  of  feed  and  increased  in 
numbers  to  189.  Market  prices  for  the  grain  was  charged 
against  the  hens  and  all  expenses  for  upkeep  were  paid 
by  the  money  received  from  the  sale  of  the  eggs.

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HELPING  THE  HENS  THROUGH  THE  MOULT. 

By  E.  W.  Good. 

SSPSSj^HILE  this  may  seem  like  an  article  out  of  season, 
la  li       when  it  is  considered  that  the  prices  of  eggs  are 
mm      generally  lowest  in  the  longest  days  and  that  a 
^S?t^3     hen  should  be  through  the  moult  and  in  the 
^^^^     best  condition  for  egg  production  by  October, 
Ot^SmM    Qj^g  may  be  excused  for  introducing  the  subject 
at  this  time.    There  are  just  three  ways  that  a  hen  may 
cast  off  the  old  feathers  and  grow  a  new  coat:  first,  no 
special  attention  may  be  given  her;  second,  she  may  be 
subjected  to  a  fasting  or  starvation  period  of  a  few  weeks; 
third,  special  attention  may  be  given  regarding  environ- 
ments and  dieting. 

The  first  may  be  regarded  as  the  popular  way.  Get  all 
the  service  possible  during  the  natural  laying  season,  then 
allow  her  to  pass  through  this  trying  period  as  best  she 
can.  If  she  has  been  properly  cared  for  and  fed  the  right 
kind  of  rations,  well  and  good.  Under  these  circum- 
stances she  will  need  very  little  attention.  As  a  rule,  how- 
ever, the  tendency  is  to  get  a  hen  overfat  in  hot  weather, 
especially  if  her  rations  are  made  up  largely  of  corn.  To 
be  in  the  best  condition  for  moulting,  the  fat  must  be  re- 
duced to  a  minimum.  As  this  trouble  is  so  common  among 
hens,  the  difficulty  may  be  as  well  recognized  at  first  and 
special  treatment  planned.  This  will  save  much  disap- 
pointment. 

Commercialism  recognizes  that  a  hen  should  be  prepared 
for  laying  at  the  earliest  possible  time.  This  calls  for  the 
second  method  referred  to.  It  is  extremely  doubtful  that 
this  is  the  best  plan,  if  the  general  condition  and  the  future 
health  of  the  hen  are  to  be  considered.  Protracted  fast- 
ing followed  by  a  heavy  feeding  demands  a  powerful  con- 
stitution, accompanied  by  a  faultless  digestive  apparatus. 
This  condition  obtains  among  very  few  hens.  So  to  make 
this  plan  effective,  attention  should  at  first  be  directed  to 
the  breeding  yard. 

The  third  plan  is  considered  the  most  humane  and  ra- 
tional by  the  writer.  If  a  hen  has  been  in  active  service 
from  October  to  July,  she  is  entitled  to  a  period  of  rest. 
This  does  not  necessitate  the  suspension  of  egg  production 
entirely.  There  is  no  reason  why  she  should  be  allowed 
to  go  on  "a  strike,"  even  while  growing  new  feathers.  An 


average  hen  of  health  and  constitutional  vigor  should 
lay  enough  eggs  to  pay  the  feed  bill.  Egg  and  feather 
production  require  similar  material,  and  to  enable  both 
functions  to  be  carried  on  at  the  same  time,  the  hen  must 
be  fed  accordingly.  If  there  be  any  excess  of  fat  it  may 
be  removed  through  the  contraction  of  the  nutritive  ratio. 
In  other  words,  increasing  the  protein  and  decreasing  the 
carbohydrates  and  fat.  The  ideal  combination  for  the 
average  hen  for  the  months  of  July,  August  and  Septem- 
ber is  a  pound  of  protein  to  three  pounds  of  carbohydrates 
and  fat  combined.  Should  she  be  very  fat,  the  ration  of 
one  to  three  may  be  safely  introduced  in  July.  A  good 
variety  of  feed  based  upon  this  standard  will  duly  loosen 
the  feathers,  and  at  the  same  time  furnish  material  for 
the  growth  of  new  ones. 

To  make  this  article  practical,  I  have  taken  just  five 
feeds  only,  one  for  the  scratch,  and  the  other  four  will 
constitute  the  hopper  feed.  It  is  generally  considered  that 
a  hen  should  enter  a  period  of  rest  during  the  moult,  but 
if  she  is  overfat  a  little  exercise  in  the  scratching  pen  will 
help  to  pull  off  the  fat  and  provide  a  health  insurance.  It 
will  be  observed  that  I  have  included  a  portion  of  corn 
meal  for  ground  feed.  This  is  a  very  fattening  food  when 
fed  in  the  ordinary  way.  But  in  combination  with  other 
feeds  less  fattening  and  correctly  proportioned,  it  will  be 
safe  to  feed.  I  have  purposely  included  beef  meal  instead 
of  beef  scraps,  as  being  superior  to  mix  with  other  ground 
feed.  Beef  scraps  are  preferably  fed  from  an  open  hopper 
by  itself.  The  formula  that  follows  should  be  gradually 
worked  up  to.  No  less  than  a  week  should  be  occupied  in 
its  adoption.  This  caution  is  inserted  from  the  fact  that 
a  liberal  supply  of  oil  meal  is  included.  Owing  to  its  su- 
perior effect  in  moulting  time,  the  maximum  capacity  has 
been  calculated. 

Thoroughly  mix  38.1  pounds  corn  meal,  34  pounds  wheat 
bran,  13.9  pounds  oil  meal  and  17.2  pounds  beef  meal. 
Scatter  in  clean,  rather  deep  litter,  one  part  wheat  to 
four  and  one-half  parts  ground  feed.  Let  your  hens  help 
themselves  to  hopper.  Simply  keep  up  the  proportions. 
This  combination  is  intended  for  the  hen  in  ordinary  con- 
ditions. If  she  be  extremely  fat,  the  following  proportions 
are  preferable:  Corn  meal  30.2  pounds,  bran  15.7  pounds, 
oil  meal  15,6  pounds,  beef  meal  30.2  pounds.  Mix  as  be- 
fore.   Proportions:  One  part  wheat  to  three  parts  ground

feed.  It  will  be  seen  that  this  ration  is  very  rich  in  oil 
meal  and  beef  meal.  Care  will  have  to  be  exercised  in 
changing  from  your  present  formula  to  this  one.  Verj'- 
gradually  introduce  the  two  feeds  just  mentioned.  Half 
the  amount  of  beef  meal  and  oil  meal  will  do  to  start,  then 
occupy  two  weeks  in  working  up  to  full  amount  called 
for.  It  will  be  found  that  this  feed  will  not  distend  the 
crop  as  much  as  a  wider  ration,  but  it  will  do  the  work — 
loosen  the  feathers,  grow  new  ones  and,  at  the  same  time, 
cause  biddy  to  drop  an  occasional  egg.  In  addition  to  the 
above  feeds,  a  liberal  supply  of  greens  should  be  allowed. 

It  is  a  great  mistake  to  let  a  hen  go  until  autumn  before 
moulting.  At  this  time  she  should  be  in  the  best  condi- 
tion to  resume  egg  production.  While  eggs  are  rapidly 
advancing  in  price,  then  is  the  time  to  go  in  and  reap  the 
biggest  profits.  This  matter  of  moulting  is,  or  should  be, 
under  the  control  of  the  poultryman.  There  is  no  need 
of  selling  ofif  the  hens  at  one  or  two  years  old  just  because 
they  have  to  moult.  Many  seem  to  think  that  pullets  are 
necessary  for  egg  production.  This  is  not  necessarily  so. 
If  you  are  going  to  allow  a  hen  to  have  her  own  way,  you 
might  as  well  hatch  out  pullets  and  sell  the  hens  to  the 
butcher.  It  is  just  as  reasonable  to  sell  the  cow  because 
she  is  bound  to  have  a  dry  season  as  to  sell  the  hen  at 
moulting  time.  Make  up  your  mind  that  you  are  going  to 
have  your  own  way  as  to  when  she  shall  cast  off  the  old 
coat  and  grow  a  new  one.  By  adopting  the  feeding  plans 
in  this  brief  article,  valuable  specimens  may  be  kept  for 
ten  years.  Longevity,  health  and  profitableness  depend 
upon  general  care  and  feeding. — Exchange. 

THE  PROFITABLE  BRANCHES  OF  THE  POULTRY 

INDUSTRY. 


(By  A.  J.  Lawson,  Cleveland,  Tenn.) 

The  Best  Paying  Proposition  Now  would  be  either  an  Egg 
Farm  or  a  Broiler  Plant.  Some  Reasons  that  might 
Encourage  those  who  are  interested  in  this  line  of 
work. 


THE  fact  that  most  all  of  the  cold  storage  plants  in 
this  country  have  only  stored  about  one-half  as 
many  eggs  this  season  as  usual,  and  another  fact 
is  that  there  has  been  more  hens  butchered  this 
spring  and  summer  than  has  ever  been  known,  one 
great  cause  for  this  is  the  high  prices  of  all  feed 
stuffs  in  the  past  18  months,  all  of  this  is  an  evidence  that  we 
are  going  to  have  the  highest  prices  offered  for  eggs  next 
winter  that  we  have  known  for  years  and  so  far  as  we,  as 
poultry  breeders  are  able  to  see  there  has  been  a  shortage  of 
pullets  this  season.  That  is  the  1915  crop  of  pullets  raised  and 
kept  for  laying  purposes  is  about  35  per  cent  short  of  two 
years  ago. 

It  is  true  that  just  at  this  time  there  are  some  attractive 
bargains  offered  in  both  yearling  hens  and  pullets,  and  it  will 


be  wise  for  those  who  are  interested  in  establishing  an  egg 
farm,  or  a  broiler  plant  to  watch  the  poultry  journals,  and 
catch  some  of  those  bargains  and  buy  hens  now,  or  contract 
now  for  eggs  for  the  broiler  plant.  Also  it  will  be  a  good 
thing  for  those  who  have  anything  for  sale  in  the  way  of  eggs 
or  stock,  to  get  in  to  the  poultry  journals,  tell  the  people  what 
you  have,  and  just  now  even  in  the  dull  season  is  the  best  time 
to  find  your  customers,  for  the  wise  buyer  is  looking  out  now 
for  a  place  to  buy  his  stuff. 

Now  there  is  no  doubt  about  the  egg  business  being  a  profit- 
able one.  And  I  have  never  tried  the  broiler  business,  but  I 
am  sure  and  those  who  have  tried  it  tell  me  that  it  is  a  fine 
business  and  a  profitable  business  in  such  localities  as  can  be 
found  in  this  country,  where  there  is  a  demand  for  fancy 
broilers. 

But  I  do  know  there  is  money  in  the  egg  business  and  you 
can  get  it  out  if  you  have  the  right  breed,  and  the  right  strain 
of  that  breed,  for  you  will  find  that  the  strain  has  more  to  do 
with  the  egg  producing  power  of  any  breed  than  the  breed 
has.  Now  as  the  originator  and  breeder  of  Lawson's  Blue 
Ribbon  Egg  -Machine,  single  comb  White  Leghorns,  and  as  I 
have  tried  and  tested  to  my  own  satisfaction  as  well  as  to  the 
satisfaction  of  hundreds  of  others  that  there  is  a  good  profit 
in  keeping  this  strain  of  fowls  for  eggs,  yet  I  know  too,  that 
there  are  other  breeds  and  other  strains  of  this  breed  that  will 
pav  their  keeper  a  handsome  profit  if  properly  kept.  Here  is 
a  little  of  my  experience  the  past  season,  and  what  I  did  you 
can  do.  I  kept  a  strict  account  of  480  White  Leghorn  hens, 
beginning  the  first  part  of  the  winter  and  running  to  May  15 
I  sold  eggs  to  a  broiler  plant  at  5  cents  per  egg  (not  enough, 
but  about  all  the  broiler  plants  are  willing  to  pay  for  them.) 

This  480  hens  gave  me  an  average  of  366  eggs  per  day,  for 
the  whole  time  as  stated  above,  November  IS  to  May  15,  this 
was  $18.30  per  day,  and  the  total  cost  of  feed  (wholesale  prices 
of  course)  was  $2.50  per  day.  All  the  work  was  done  at  home, 
no  hired  help.  Now  this  was  done  without  any  fancy  touches 
or  any  fancy  housing  or  any  force  egg  productioji  feeding.  I 
will  give  my  method  of  feeding  to  anyone  who  may  be  inter- 
ested that  will  inclose  postage  stamp  for  reply.  And  as  we 
are  in  the  midst  of  what  some  peoole  call  a  panic,  that  is  a 
money  panic,  I  am  sure  there  is  nothing  in  this  country  that 
will  pay  you  a  better  profit  on  vour  investment  than  the  egg 
farming  business,  even  if  you  have  to  get  some  ffood,  wide 
pwake  fellow  to  start  and  manage  it  for  you  for  a  while  ;  would 
just  say  right  here  that  to  succeed  with  an  egg  farm,  that  is 
on  a  large  scale,  two  qualifications  are  necessary,  and  that  is 
Money  and  Experience.  You  must  have  some  money  to  start 
on  a  large  scale,  and  to  carry  the  thing  on  right  some  one  must 
be  at  the  head  of  it  that  has  a  good  practical  experience  and  I 
nm  glad  I  can  sav  we  have  such  men  all  over  this  country. 
One  other  thing  that  should  not  be  overlooked  in  starting  an 
egg  farm,  and  that  is  the  location  of  the  farm,  and  I  am  glad 
to  say  that  here  in  East  Tennessee  and  around  Cleveland, 
Tennessee  there  are  a  lot  of  fine  locations  for  an  ideal  egg 
farm 
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No  Slump  in  the  Poultry  Business. 


We  publish  below  a  clipping  from 
the  August  issue  of  Poultry  Record, 
Carey,  Ohio,  for  the  benefit  of  our 
readers  and  we  are  sure  they  will  be 
interested  in  reading  of  the  so-called 
"slump"  in  the  poultry  business. 

We  notice  in  more  than  one  poultry  journal 
reference  to  the  "slump"  in  the  poultry  busi- 
ness. The  use  of  this  term  is  misleading. 
Along  practical  lines  there  has  been  no  slump 
in  the  poultry  business.  The  slump  has  been 
in  that  branch  of  the  business  where  prices 
have  been  entirely  out  of  proportion  to  values. 
There  are  no  $1,000  birds  or  $10,000  pens  being 
sold,  and  there  are  less  people  trying  to  make 
'steen  thousand  dollars  with  ten  hens  on  a  city 
lot  than  there  were  a  few  seasons  ago.  But 
there  never  has  been  a  time  in  the  history 
of  the  standard  bred  poultry  business  when 
practical  breeding  and  raising  of  purebred 
poultry  received  the  attention  it  is  receiving 
today.  Practically  all  of  the  experiment  sta- 
tions, colleges  and  State  universities  have 
their  courses  in  poultry  keeping,  and  the  re- 
sults are  apparent  among  the  farmers.  They 
are  getting  rid  of  their  mongrels  and  buying 
standard  bred  poultry.  A  few  years  ago  a 
farmer  thought  he  was  keeping  fancy  poultry 
if  he  had  a  lot  of  Barred  Rock  hens  running 


with  a  Light  Brahma  or  a  White  Leghorn 
cockerel,  but  he  knows  better  now,  and  is  re- 
placing with  better  stock  and  keeping  it  pure, 
bred.  There  has  been  no  "slump"  with  the 
real  poultry  raisers,  the  farmers  and  the  con- 
servative fanciers. — Poultry  Record. 

It  is  true  that  there  are  no  more 
$10,000  pens  of  birds  being  sold  and 
while  there  are  a  lot  of  people  under 
the  impression  that  there  is  a  great 
slump  in  the  poultry  business,  it  was 
never  on  a  safer  or  sounder  basis  than 
it  is  today.  It  is  growing  by  leaps  and 
bounds.  When  $1,000  was  being  paid 
for  single  birds  a  few  years  ago  we 
predicted  that  such  high  prices  could 
not  exist  long,  and  this  branch  of  the 
business  was  sure  to  experience  a 
great  slump.  And  it  has,  but  the  busi- 
ness as  a  whole  has  grown  and  is  still 
growing. 

The  work  now  being  done  by  the 
experiment  stations,  colleges  and 
State  universities  is  helping  to  place 
the  business  on  a  different  basis  and 
with  proper  co-operation  given  these 
institutions,  greater  progress  can  be 
made.  What  we  want  is  more  farm- 
ers to  get  interested  in  purebred  poul- 
try and  build  up  a  flock  of  birds  that 
will  lay  an  average  of  200  eggs  a  year. 
When  this  is  accomplished  you  will 
see  this  country  in  a  much  more  flour- 
ishing condition  and  poultry  keeping 
the  greatest  industry  in  the  country. 
Let  us  all  work  to  this  end.

NOTES  AND  COMMENT.

September — and  the  fall  fairs  are 
upon  us. 

Have  you  decided  which  of  the  fall 
fairs  you  will  exhibit  at  yet?  If  not, 
get  busy  right  now.  Get  the  premium 
list  of  the  various  fairs  to  be  held  in 
your  territory  and  decide  which  ones 
you  will  make  with  your  birds.  Then 
begin  conditioning  them  so  that  when 
the  dates  roll  around  you  will  have 
everything  in  tip-top  condition  for 
winning  the  blue.  Remember  that 
condition  goes  a  long  ways  toward 
winning  the  coveted  prize.  Get  them 
ready  now. 

Before  another  issue  of  this  paper 
will  have  reached  your  hands,  the  sea- 
son's crop  of  pullets  will  have  been 
placed  in  their  winter  quarters.  Here 
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on  Mountain  View  Farm  we  usually 
do  this  about  the  last  of  September; 
this  allows  them  to  become  accus- 
tomed to  their  new  quarters  before 
winter  sets  in.  However,  before 
bringing  the  pullets  from  the  range 
we  should  thoroughly  clean  and  spray 
all  the  houses,  fill  the  nests  with  new 
material  and  place  fresh  litter  on  the 
floors.  In  fact,  everything  inside  the 
building  should  be  clean  and  fresh  and 
also  in  the  position  that  it  is  expected 
to  occupy  through  the  winter.  Con- 
tinual changing  of  the  inside  arrange- 
ments of  the  poultry  houses  does  a 
vast  amount  of  harm  to  the  nervous 
pullet  that  is  about  ready  to  lay. 

If  you  haven't  plenty  of  house  room 
there  is  yet  time  to  build  provided  you 
will  "get  a  move  on."  Do  not  crowd 
the  layers.  Give  them  plenty  of  room 
and  they  will  show  their  apprecia- 
tion by  laying  for  vou  lots  of  eggs. 
Not  only  do  they  lay  fewer  eggs  when 
crowded,  but  they  are  much  more  lia- 
ble to  disease.  We  have  every  reason 
to  believe  that  eggs  will  bring  satis- 
factory prices  this  fall  and  winter  and 
we  expect  to  put  forth  an  earnest  ef- 
fort to  get  as  many  from  each  pullet 
that  we  keep  as  possible. 

As  a  test  of  your  hatching  and 
brooding  ability,  how  many  of  your 
pullets  will  lay  this  month?  We  have 
a  bunch  of  Leghorn  pullets  that  are 
beauties,  just  blooming  out  as  it  were 
into  maturity.  We  have  every  reason 
to  believe  that  many  of  them  will  be 
laying  before  September  will  have 
progressed  far.  The  early  hatched 
pullet  is  the  "money  maker."  Have 
you  got  her?  If  not,  then  you  had 
better  plan  now  to  have  her  next  year 
— it's  not  too  early.  Plan  ahead.  It's 
your  only  hope  for  success. 

September  is  the  month  for  sowing 
rye,  oats,  rape  and  such  grains  for 
your  winter's  supply  of  green  feed. 
Sown  by  the  loth  to  30th  of  this  month 
they  will  get  a  good  start  before  win- 
ter shuts  in  on  them  and  may  be  fed 
from  early  fall  throughout  the  winter. 
We  have  repeatedly  proven  that  the 
egg  yield  may  be  increased  from  20  to 
30  per  cent  in  a  very  few  days  by  the 
liberal  feeding  of  good  succulent  green 
feed.  To  me  it  seems  that  there  is 
no  excuse  in  the  world  for  any  poul- 
tryman  who  has  any  available  land 
space,  not  having  an  abundant  supply 
of  greens  at  all  times  of  the  year,  for 
in  this  land  of  mild  winters  the  above 
named  grains  will  make  satisfactory 
growth  practically  all  winter.  Better 
look  into  this  matter  now.  It  will  be 
too  late  three  months  hence. 


Flynn  Elliott,  one  of  North  Caro- 
lin's  most  progressive  and  well  known 
poultrymen,  died  at  his  home  near 
Charlotte,  on  August  5.  Typhoid  fev- 
er being  the  cause  of  his  death.  A 
young  man  of  twenty-five  he  was  an 
ardent  lover  of  poultry,  having  for 
rnany  years  bred  a  large  number  of 
diflferent  breeds  and.  varieties  of  poul- 
try, having  as  his  motto:  "I  breed 
everything  that  wears  feathers."

He  leaves  a  wife  and  one  child,  Flynn, 
Jr.,  his  wife  being  the  daughter  of 
Joseph  Warden,  of  Charlotte,  who  is 


known  throughout  the  entire  South  as 
"Uncle  Jo."

Chicks  on  Damp  Locations. 

Chicks  will  have  weak  legs  when 
j<;ept  on  damp  ground  or  when  they 
are  on  a  damp  place  at  night,  as  well 
as  when  sulphur  is  given,  but  when 
chicks  are  apparently  healthy,  have 
good  appetites  and  grow  rapidly  weak 
legs  may  be  caused  by  forced  feeding, 
their  growth  being  so  rapid  that  the 
legs  are  incapable  of  supporting  their 
bodies.  In  such  cases  no  danger  need 
result;  in  fact,  it  is  a  favorable  indi- 
cation as  showing  rapid  growth. 
Simply  feed  less,  giving  bone  meal 
and  plenty  of  finely  chopped  green 
food  and  using  millet  seed  in  the  lit- 
ter, so  as  to  induce  them  to  scratch. — 
Poultry  Record. 


Egg-Eating. 

Egg-eating  is  a  vice.  One  hen 
learns  it  and  teaches  the  others.  She 
finds  a  broken  egg,  discovers  that  it 
is  good  eating,  and  thereafter  she 
seeks  such.  Fat  hens,  lazy  hens,  idle 
hens  and  hens  that  get  no  animal  food 
exercise  or  a  variety  are  subject  to  it. 
It  is  not  in  the  breed,  but  in  the  in- 
dividual. Use  no  nest-egg  unless  of 
wood  or  procelain.  Have  the  nest  oflf 
the  ground,  so  that  the  hen  cannot 
reach  the  egg,  and  make  the  nest  so 
there  is  barely  room  for  the  hen,  so 
that  she  cannot  stand  perfectly  erect 
or  eat  the  egg.  She  will  come  off  to 
eat  it,  but  cannot  then  reach  it.  Col- 
lect the  eggs  frequently.  Leave  a  few 
plaster-of-Paris  eggs  on  the  floor  to 
work  on.  They  will  soon  believe  that 
all  eggs  are  alike. — Poultry  Record.

September,  1915. 
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New  Boston  Terrier  Standard. 


A  new  standard  has  recently  been 
adopted  by  the  Boston  Terrier  Club, 
which  is  considered  a  decided  im- 
provement on  the  old  standard.  The 
Boston  has  advanced  until  today  it  is 
one  of  the  most  popular  breeds  in  this 
country  and  the  Boston  Terrier  Club 
has  done  much  that  will  keep  this  pop- 
ularity up  by  revising  the  old  stand- 
ard. The  committee  that  had  this 
work  in  charge  has  given  due  consid- 
eration to  the  founders  of  the  breed 
and  in  many  instances  the  old  stand- 
ard has  been  followed,  although  in 
many  places  the  rough  spots  have 
been  smoothed  out  as  the  breed  had 
reached  a  stage  where  it  needed  a 
standard  in  keeping.  The  new  stand- 
ard: 

General  Appearance,  10  Points. — 
The  general  appearance  of  the  Bos- 
ton Terrier  should  be  that  of  a  lively, 
highly  intelligent,  smooth  coated, 
short  headed,  compactly  built,  short 
tailed,  well  balanced  dog  of  medium 
stature,  of  brindle  color  and  evenly 
marked  with  white.  The  head  should 
indicate  a  high  degree  of  intelligence 
and  should  be  in  proportion  to  the 
size  of  the  dog;  the  body  rather  short 
and  well  knit;  the  limbs  strong  and 
neatly  turned;  tail  short,  and  no  feat- 
ure be  so  prominent  that  the  dog  ap- 
pears badly  proportioned.  The  dog 
should  convey  an  impression  of  deter- 
mination, strength  and  activity,  with 
style  of  a  high  order;  carriage  easy 
and  graceful.  A  proportionate  com- 
bination of  "color"  and  ideal  markings 
is  a  particularly  distinctive  feature  of 
a  representative  specimen,  and  a  dog 
with  a  preponderance  of  white  on 
body  or  without  the  proper  proportion 
of  brindle  and  white  on  head  should 
possess  suf¥icient  merit  otherwise  to 
counteract  its  deficiencies  in  these  re- 
spects. The  ideal  Boston  Terrier  ex- 
pression as  indicating  a  high  degree 
of  intelligence  is  also  an  important 
characteristic  of  the  breed.  Color  and 
markings  and  expression  should  be 
given  particular  consideration  in  de- 
termining the  relative  value  of  gen- 
eral appearance  to  other  points. 

Skull,  12  Points. — Square,  flat  on 
top,  free  from  wrinkles;  cheeks  flat; 
brow  abrupt,  stop  well  defined. 

~  Eyes,  5  Points. — The  eyes  should  be 
wide  apart,  large  and  round,  dark  in 
color,  expression  alert  but  kind  and 
intelligent.  The  eyes  should  be  set 
square  in  the  skull  and  the  outside 
corners  should  be  on  a  line  with  the 
cheeks  as  viewed  from  the  front. 

Muzzle,  12  Points. — Short,  square, 
wide  and  deep,  and  in  proportion  to 
skull;  free  from  wrinkles,  shorter  in 
length  than  in  width  and  depth,  car- 
ried out  well  to  end;  muzzle  from  stop 
to  end  of  nose  on  a  line  parallel  to 
the  top  of  the  skull;  nose  black  and 
wide,  with  well  defined  line  between 
nostrils.  The  jaws  broad  and  square, 
with  short,  regular  teeth.  The  chops 
of  good  depth  but  not  pendulous,  com- 


pletely covering  the  teeth  when  the 
mouth  is  closed. 

Ears,  2  Points. — The  ears  should  be 
carried  erect,  small  and  thin,  situated 
as  near  corners  of  skull  as  possible. 

Neck,  3  Points. — Neck  to  be  of  fair 
length,  slightly  arched  and  carrying 
the  head  gracefully,  setting  nearly  in- 
to the  shoulders. 

Body,  15  Points. — Deep,  with  good 
width  of  chest;  well  sprung,  carried 
well  back  to  loins;  loins  short  and 
muscular,  rump  curving  slightly  to 
set  on  of  tail,  flank  very  slightly  cut 
up.  The  body  should  appear  short  but 
not  chunky. 

Elbows,  4  Points. — Standing  neither 
in  nor  out. 

Forelegs,  5  Points. — Set  moderately 
wide  apart  and  on  a  line  with  the 
points  of  the  shoulder,  straight  in 
bone  and  well  muscled,  pastern  short 
and  strong. 

Hind  Legs,  5  Points. — Set  true,  bent 
at  stifles,  short  from  hocks  to  feet, 
hocks  turning  neither  in  nor  out, 
thighs  strong  and  well  muscled. 

Feet,  5  Points. — Round,  small  and 
compact,  and  turned  neither  in  nor 
out,  toes  well  arched. 

Tail,  5  Points. — Set  on  low,  short, 
fine  and  tapering,  straight  or  screw, 
devoid  of  fringe  or  coarse  hair  and 
not  carried  above  horizontal. 

Color,  4  Points. — Brindle  with  white 
markings. 

Ideal  Markings,  10  Points. — White 
muzzle,  even  white  blaze  over  head, 
collar,  breast,  part  or  whole  of  fore- 
legs and  hind  legs  below  hocks. 

Coat,  3  Points. — Short,  smooth, 
bright  and  fine  in  texture. 

Disqualifications — Solid  black,  black 
and  tan,  liver  and  mouse  color,  docked 
tail  or  any  artificial  means  used  to 
deceive  the  judge. 

Weight. — Not  exceeding  27  pounds, 
divided  by  classes  as  follows:  Light- 
weight, under  17  pounds;  middle- 
weight, 17  and  under  22  pounds;

The  Care  of  the  Young  Turkey. 

The  turkey  hen  or  common  hen 
used  for  brooding  should  be  confined 
in  a  coop  and  run  till  the  young  tur- 
keys become  large  and  strong.  This 
coop  may  be  about  thirty  inches 
square  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
hen,  but  must  be  much  larger  for  the 
turkey  hen.  A  small  yard,  slatted 
about  eighteen  inches  high,  as  wide 
as  the  coop  and  about  three  feet  long 
can  be  made  for  the  hen  to  run  in 
and  from  this  slatted  coop  the  young 
turkeys  may  wander  around  and  catch 
bugs.  The  coop  must  be  kept  in  the 
shade  and  moved  to  fresh  ground  at 
least  once  a  week.  The  coop  must  be 
kept  clean  and  disinfected  with  a  so- 
lution of  creolin,  made  by  adding  four 
tablespoonfuls  of  creolin  to  a  gallon 
of  water.

The  hen  must  be  dusted  with  a  good 
insect  powder  when  set  and  again 
when  taken  from  the  nest  and  once 
every  ten  days  after  that  time.  The 
insect  powder  must  be  worked  down 
to  the  skin  and  over  the  entire  body 
surface. 

The  coop  and  young  turkeys  must 
be  kept  dry.  They  must  have  a  vari- 
ety of  feed  and  not  be  overfed.  They 
must  be  kept  clean  and  be  given  green 
feed. 

The  first  six  weeks  of  the  poult's 
life  is  the  delicate  period  and  needs 
close  attention.  Do  not  give  any  feed 
till  they  are  forty-eight  hours  old. 
For  first  week  give  the  following  ra- 
tion: 

Fine  chopped  egg  4  parts 

Rolled  oats   4  parts 

Meat  meal   2  parts 

Bone  meal   1  part 

Mix  the  mash  with  sour  milk  and 
feed  five  times  a  day.  Give  green 
feed,  grit,  shell  and  clean  water.  Give 
only  what  they  will  clean  up  at  each 
meal. 

After  the  fifth  day  give  a  small  quan- 


tity of  the  following,  scattered  in  lit- 
ter morning  and  evening: 

Cracked  corn  2  parts 

Hulled  oats   3  parts 

Wheat   4  parts 

As  the  poults  grow,  increase  the 
grain  and  decrease  the  number  of 
feeds  of  mash.  Give  sour  milk  or 
buttermilk  to  drink. 

Do  not  allow  the  poults  to  become 
wet  or  stay  in  a  wet  coop.  Do  not 
allow  the  hen  to  run  at  large  and 
drag  the  poults  around  in  the  wet 
grass  and  exhaust  them.

Ten  Commandments  for  Prevention 
of  Turkey  Diseases. 

1.  Never  feed  on  the  ground  where 
food  may  be  left  to  ferment,  sour  or 
mould,  and  later  be  eaten. 

2.  Never  overfeed,  especially  of  egg 
or  mash.  Remember  that  in  a  wild 
state  turkeys  are  more  often  hungry 
than  not. 

3.  After  two  weeks  of  age  in  good 
weather,  let  the  hens  take  the  poults 
and  go.    They  do  not  need  coddling. 


but  they  do  need  protection  from, 
weather,  beasts  of  prey,  etc. 

4.  Keep  the  poults  and  their  coops 
free  from  lice.  Use  Persian  insect 
powder  to  dust  them  or  a  drop  of 
olive  oil  on  the  head,  at  the  quill  of 
the  wing  feathers  and  around  the 
vent. 

5.  For  a  tendency  toward  bowel 
trouble  feed  boiled  rice.  Bowel  trou- 
ble indicates  improper  feeding  or  ex- 
posure to  dampness,  cold,  or  both. 

6.  Do  not  permit  poults  to  run  over 
ground  which  chickens,  pigs,  ducks,, 
geese,  etc.,  have  made  filthy.  Plow  up 
such  ground  or  keep  the  poults  yarded 
away  from  it. 

7.  When  the  poults  have  been  chill- 
ed or  seem  droopy  and  need  a  tonic,

■make  it  as  follows:  Boil  a  pint  of 
milk,  put  in  it  a  shake  of  red  pepper, 
add  a  tablespoonful  of  alcohol;  then 
beat  up  a  raw  egg  and  add  to  the  mix- 
ture. Use  this  to  moisten  the  bran 
mash.  A  little  finely  chopped  lean 
meat  may  be  added. 

8.  Use  green  food  finely  cut  in  quan- 
tity in  all  rations  as  an  aid  to  diges- 
tion. 

9.  Be  especially  watchful  of  the 
poults  when  at  about  six  weeks  of 
age,  they  'shoot  the  red,'  that  is,  be- 
gin to  grow  the  protuberances  on  the 
head  and  neck.  The  danger  is  of  the 
blood  flowing  back  upon  the  heart 
•and  becoming  stagnant,  the  intestines 
become  clogged  and  inflammation  and 
■diarrhea  follow.  The  following  treat- 
ment will  prove  helpful:  Mix  one  ta- 
blespoonful of  wheat  middlings  with 
■water  and  make  into  four  pills — bake 
hard.  Give  one  pill  three  times  a  day 
to  a  full  grown  turkey  or  a  smaller 
pill  in  proportion  to  size  of  fowl.  Fol- 
low with  a  tablespoon  of  castor  oil 
for  the  old  turkey  or  a  teaspoonful 
for  a  young  poult. 

10.  Call  the  turkeys  home  to  roost 
by  feeding  them  a  little  grain  every 
night. — American  Poultry  World.

Dear  Sir:  I  have  a  small  poultry  farm 
composed  mostly  of  White  Leghorns  and  late- 
ly there  has  been  a  disease  come  among  them 
which  I  am  ignorant  of.  On  the  chickens 
combs  there  forms  a  wart  and  also  around  the 
head  mostly  around  the  eyes  and  in  time  closes 
the  eyes  and  chicken  cannot  see  to  eat  and 
very  often  gets  droopy  and  finally  dies.  In 
all  the  books  I  have  I  have  never  yet  found 
anything  in  reference  to  this  disease,  so  I 
write  you  hoping  you  can  give  me  some  in- 
formation on  same  and  some  remedy  to  stop 
same,  which  will  be  highly  appreciated  by  me, 
a  subscriber.

chickenpox.  This  disease  is  very  common  In 
the  South  and  warmer  climate  and  I  would 
advise  you  to  separate  the  sick  birds  from  the 
well  ones  and  give  the  well  birds  a  new  run, 
if 'possible.  Disinfect  the  premises  thoroughly 
with  some  good  disinfectant  which  you  will 
be  able  to  secure  at  any  hardware  or  poultry 
svipply  store,  and  for  the  sick  birds  I  would 
advise  you  to  place  them  in  a  coop  and  give 
them  your  careful  attention.  Take  your  finger- 
nail or  some  blunt  instrument  and  remove  the 
warts  and  apply  pure  Creoline  to  this  raw  sur- 
face. Apply  this  treatment  for  several  days 
and  they  will  gradually  disappear.  Feed  the 
birds  on  soft  food  and  keep  fresh  water  be- 
fore them  at  all  times. 


Wants  Cure  for  Lice. 
Industrious  Hen,  Louisville,  Ky. 

Dear  Sir:  Please  write  us  a  sure  remedy 
for  lice  as  our  entire  flock  as  well  as  the  flocks 
of  our  neighborhood  are  about  eaten  up  with 
the  things.  We  are  living  in  a  new  house 
with  nice  clean  poultry  surroundings,  but  the 
chickens  were  found  full  of  lice.  That  I  sup- 
pose is  the  cause  of  their  being  poor  and  not 
laying  at  all.

Also  procure  some  dis- 
infectant and  use  in  the  houses  and  yards  and 
spray  in  the  cracks  and  crevices  in  order  to 
kill  the  mites  that  are  more  than  likely  present 
at  this .  time.  Use  the  lice  powder  on  your 
birds  three  or  four  times  at  intervals  of  about 
ten  days. 


Green  Bone.

Dear  Sir;  Do  you  recommend  feeding  of 
green  bone  for  egg  production.  J.  A.  H.

ANSWER — Green  bone  is  excellent  for 
laying  hens  if  the  feeding  of  same  is  not  over- 
done. Be  careful  to  see  that  it  is  fresh,  espe- 
cially during  warm  weather  and  only  feed  a 
small  amount  twice  a  week. 


Feathers  Missing. 

Editor  Industrious  Hen,  Louisville,  Ky. 

Dear  Sir:  A  good  many  of  my  breeding 
stock  have  lost  their  feathers  on  head  and 
neck  and  I  am  unable  to  account  for  it.  Can 
you  say  what  is  the  trouble?

ANSWER — Lack  of  feathers  on  top  of  head 
is  not  uncommon  with  hens  in  the  breeding 
pens  this  late  in  the  season  and  should  occa- 
sion no  worry.  If  feathers  are  missing  on  the 
lower  part  of  the  neck  it  may  be  due  to  feather 
pulling  and  if  the  roosters  are  also  missing  any 
feathers  to  speak  of,  it  is  almost  certain  that 
this  is  the  trouble.  Feather  pulling  is  a  very 
bad  habit  to  break  out  in  a  flock  and  is  gen- 
erally due  to  lack   of  exercise  and  improper 


feeding.  If  confined  in  pens  feed  grain  ra- 
tions in  deep  litters  to  make  them  scratch  for 
every  grain  they  get,  give  more  green  food, 
sprinkled  oats  if  possible  and  furnish  beef 
scrap  with  an  occasional  feed  of  green  cut 
bone.  Rub  the  feathers  around  the  bare  places 
with  extract  of  alose,  which  being  very  bitter 
will  discourage  the  habit. 

Worms.

Dear  Sir:  Have  several  setting  hens  in  a 
coop  and  _  noticed  one  passed  a  few  small, 
round,  white  worms  in  the  dropping  and  the 
worms  were  eaten  at  once  by  the  other  hens. 
What  is  the  best  thing  I  can  do.    J.  A.  B. 

Columbus,  Ohio. 

ANSWER — Mix  equal  parts  of  turpentine 
and  sweet  oil  and  give  a  teaspoonful  to  each 
bird.  Follow  this  with  a  teaspoonful  of  cas- 
tor oil.  Keep  the  hens  confined  in  the  coop 
and  watch  the  droppings  until  all  trace  of 
worms  disappear. 


Rattling  in  Throat.

D  ear  Sir:  Have  a  last  year's  cockerel  which 
has  been  troubled  with  sneezing  and  rattling 
in  his  throat  all  season.  Is  it  advisable  to 
hold  him  over  for  breeding  purposes  next  sea- 
son?

ANSWER— Wojild  not  run  the  risk  of 
breeding  from  him  any  longer.  Results  liable 
to  be  very  unsatisfactory. 


Colds.

Dear  Sir:  Several  of  my  hens  have  swelled 
heads  and  one  or  both  eyes  almost  shut.  Please 
advise  treatment.

ANSWER— Trouble  evidently  caused  by 
draft  of  cold  air  striking  birds  while  on  the 
roost.  First  locate  the  crack  or  hole  and 
close  it  to  save  same  trouble  with  rest  of  flock. 
For  the  aft'licted  ones  keep  heads  greased  with 
vaseline  or  sweet  oil  three  parts,  and  turpen- 
tine one  part,  well  mixed.  If  they  sneeze  and 
appear  to  have  colds  give  one  grain  capsule  of 
quinine  night  and  morning  until  cured.

First  Annual  Field  Day  of  Delaware  County 
(Penn.)  Poultry  Association. 


The  territory  lying  within  a  radium  of  one 
hundred  miles  of  Philadelphia  is  unusually  rich 
in  poultry,  since  it  embraces  southeastern 
Pennsylvania,  northern  Maryland  and  Dela- 
ware and  the  State  of  New  Jersey.  It  is 
doubtful  if  any  similar  area  in  the  United 
States  contains  a  greater  number  of  fowls  or 
more  money-making  poultry  plants.

ergetic work  of  the  officials  connected  with 
institutions  of  the  various  States  mentioned 
is  doing  much  to  increase  popular  interest  in 
the  subject  and  is  putting  the  industry  upon 
a  more  solid  basis. 

It  would  be  difficult  to  state  the  exact  num- 
ber of  poultry  associations  which  are  active  in 
this  poultry  belt,  but  they  are  very  numerous. 
They  hold  countless  shows  each  season  and 
many  educational  meetings  throughout  the  year. 
The  recently  organized  Delaware  County  Poul- 
try Association  is  particularly  active  and  is 
doing  wonderfully  good  work.  Delaware  coun- 
ty adjoins  the  city  of  Philadelphia  and  con- 


tains a  vast  number  of  magnificent  country 
places  and  suburban  homes,  most  of  which 
support  high  grade  flocks  of  fowls.  Naturally 
the  interest  in  poultry  matters  runs  high  and 
a  strong  organization  has  been  effected. 

This  association  held  its  first  show  last  win- 
ter at  Media,  completely  filling  the  armory 
with  choice  exhibition  birds.  The  show  was 
a  success  in  every  way,  the  attendance  being 
large  and  receipts  exceeding  expenditures  by 
a  comfortable  margin.     Plans  are  now  being 


perfected  for  a  bigger  and  better  show  this 
winter. 

A  most  interesting  and  helpful  field  meeting 
was  held  Saturday,  June  26,  which  served  as 
a  picnic  and  get-together  time  for  members  of 
the  association  and  their  friends.  Three  hun- 
dred poultrymen  attended  and  each  learned 
many  facts  which  will  be  of  great  value  to 
them  in  their  future  work. 

The  meeting  was  held  on  the  grounds  of  the 
Pratt  Experiment  Station,  Morton,  Pa.,  the 
use  of  which  was  donated  by  the  Pratt  Food 
Company  of  Philadelphia. 

From   10   a.   m.   until    noon   the   time  was 


spent  in  inspecting  the  various  buildings  and 
the  thousands  of  chickens,  water  fowls  and 
pheasants  found  on  this  modern,  model  plant. 
The  attendants  were  on  duty  carefully  ex- 
plaining the  methods  in  use  and  answering  the 
innumerable  questions  which  the  fact-hungry 
visitors  asked.
